MAY REVISE FOOTBALL RULES

ALLIED PREMIERS GET 
LATEST ADRIATIC NOTE 


Question of Publicity of All Sev- 


en Exchanges Still Under 


Consideration 


"vYaehington, Feb. -25. — President 


Wilson's cote to the Hr tente premiers 
on the Adriatic situation was today 
before the council of the Allied pre- 
miers in London. A reply to it is ex- 
pected in due course. 


Meantime, the question of the time 


of making public the contents of this 
and other communications 
on 
the 


matter, seven in all, still is the subject 
of diplomatic correspondence between 
London and Washington. It is possi- 
ble that Friday will be the day agreed 
upon. 


The series of notes will include the 


agreement in Paris on December 9, to 
which the United States was a party. 
The new agreement by the Allied pre- 
miers, which was sent to Jugo-Slavia 
as an ultimatum; the note from the 
jnited States on January 27, inquir- 
ng as to the new agreement; the re- 
Jly of the premiers; the note of Feb- 
ruary 10, in which the President said 
a situation might arise in which he 
would have to consider withdrawing 
the treaty of Versailles from the sen- 
ate: the reply of the premiers, and 
finally the note delivered today to the 
premiers at London.

The selection caused scarcelv less 


of a sensation than the dismissal ,of 
Robert Lansing from the statv port- 
folio two weeks ago, and was received 
with such undisguised surprise in the 
senate, where the President's choice 
must be approved before .Mr. Colby 
can take up the duty of office, that 
none of the leaders cared to predict 
when confirmation might be voted. 


Complete Surprise To All. 


Xot even among those on the inside 


of administration circles had there 
been rny expectation that the selec- 
tion would fall on Mr. Colby, who told 
inquirers today that he himself had 
been jiven only a very brief notice 
of th3 President's intention. Summon- 
ed to the White House, he spent an 
hour with President Wilson, announc- 
ed that he would accept with deep 
appreciation the responsibility impos- 
ed upon him and said that he would 
have no further comments to make 
until the senate had acted. 


Word of the nomination reached 


senators just as they were assembling 
for ths d^y's session and in their pri- 
vate talk during the day they discuss- 
ed little else. Virtually all of them, 
however, preferred to withhold public 
comment until the subject came up for 
action. 
, 


Once before the senate had been 


called upon to act on a nomination of 
M». Colby and then confirmation was 
voted, although a strong fight against 
him was 'led by the two Republican 
senators from his state. This was in 
1917. when President Wilson namcil 
him to membership' to the' Shipping: 
board. It was asserted in some quar- 
ters that the reason which led to 
objection at that time need not neces- 
sarily apply in the present case, but 
Senator Calder of Xew Tork said that 
he would insist that the nominee's 
qualification for the secretary of state 
be looked 
into 
carefully before he 


would vote for confirmation.^ 


Served on Shipping Board. 


A native of St. Louis. 51 years old, 


Mr. Colby had been engaged "in layr 
practice in Xew York since 1892, ex- 
cept for the 19 months during which 
he was a member of the shipping 
board. During the latter service he 
was an American representative in the 
inter-allied 
shipping conference at 


Paris ind was active in directing the 
board's war policy. He resigned 
in 


March of last year, saying that the 
critical war period having passed he 
preferred to return to private life. 


In his New York practice he had 


been counsel for several interests in- 
vestigating life insuran.-e companies 
and was associated with Charles Evans 
Hughes in the reform of the Equitable 
company. He served in 1901 and 1902 
as a member of the Xew York as- 
"semblr.

Farm Hands Available Dec**** 
«d Approximately 17 Percent 


Last Year It Is Stated 


Washington, F«b. 25. — Warning 


that BtriouD risk of reduced food pro- 
duction impends because of high 


demanded by farm laborer*,

riculture en the basis of reports and 
litters from all sections of the coun- 


try. 


"The most definite of these reports 


come from New York state," the de- 
partment announcement said, "where 
records of the population on 8,775 
representative farms on February 1 
this je.ir and February 1 a year ago 
tttre made by federal and slate work- 
ers It -was disclosed that during the 
past jeai tho number of people on 
these fiirms decreased nearly three 
per cent and the number of hired men 
decreased more than 17 per cent. If 
the same ratio holds for all farm* in 
the state, about 35,000 men and boys 
left farming to go Into other Indus- 
tries nhlle only about 11,440 have 
changed 
from 
other Industrie's to 


farming 
This l« a more rapid move- 


ment from the farm to other indus- 
tries than took place in the earlier 
part of the war. 


The same condition in varying de- 


giee exists in all sections, according 
to the federal bureau of crop esti- 
mates, although they are not so acute 
further from Industrie centers." 


Estimates from 360 farmers in all 


parts of New York state indicate that 
experienced farm help, hired by the 
month, •will be paid this year about 
$52 a month arid board as compared 
with |45 60 last jear. 
Experienced 


married men, not boarded but provid- 
ed \vith a house and farm products, 
are expected to receive on the aver- 
age of about $55.50 a month in cash 
as compared with $60 law year. 


Numerous letters to the department 


of agriculture from its field workers 
or from farmers indicate a widespread 
disposition to cut down planting so 
that the work of cultivation can be 
attended to by the farmer himself or 
by members of his family. The as- 
sertion that farmers cannot pay the 
high wages demanded in competition 
with other Industrie! and make & 
profit on their products is frequently 
made.
